There  are  9  bakehouses,  all  have  been  kept  in  good  sanitary 
condition.  There  are  22  Restaurants,  cafes  and  other  places  where 
food  is  prepared;  all  have  been  inspected  and  found  satisfactory. 
The  above  number  includes  4  Pish  and  Chip  Shops,  all  ofwhich  wore 
clean  and  well  kept. 

Several  cases  of  poultry  kept  under  insanitary  conditions 
have  been  found  but  considering  the  large  number  of ^ small  keepers 
there  have  been  a  very  small  percentage,  and  conditions  have  always 
been  remedied  on  notice  being  sent  to  the  owners;  these  small 
holdings  must  have  made  a  considerable  contribution  to  local  food 
supplies.

TPfal  bb  ostablisbmcnts  engaged  in  the  production 
and  distrib .foion  of  Tiilk:*  48  visits  have  been  made  to  Farms  * 
and  instr'ieiiioiis  given  as  to  cleansing  of  promises  and  cattle 
in  accordance  vislth  p'-.  Milk  and  Dairies  Order,  1926,  (The 
County  Council  Inspectoxs  also  duplicate  this  work,  and  in 
view  of  this  and  of  the  now  Milk  and  Dairies  Act,  only  six 
samples  have  been  taken.  Of  those,  two  wore  dirty  and  failed  , 
to  pass  the  tost,  the  sellers  Y/oro  notified  of  this  and  asked 
to  take  the  necessary  stops  to  remedy  the  matter.)

The  number  of  factories  is  the  same  as  in  1943,  viz;  69; 
at  throe  of  these  factories  the  sanitary  accommodation  was 
found  not  to  bo  ixo  acuordance  with  the  Act  and  notices  wore 
served  on  the  owners  and  the  matters  romodiod, 

WaGcr  Supplies « 

These  have  been  v/oil  maintained  during  the  year.  A  large 
amount  of  preliminary  v^ork  has  boon  carried  out  by  the  Borough 
Engineer  in  oonnootion  with  the  proposed  now  Scheme  which  will 
include  supplies  to  the  adjoining  Districts.  This  Scheme  is 
at  x)'rese‘nt  under  oonsidora tion. 


S  chools , 

In  only  one  instance'  has  a  sanitary  nuisance  been  reported 
in  connection  with  these  during  the  year.  This  was  of  a  minor 
character  and  was  easily  rectified.
